For  I  also  am  an  Israelite,  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  of  the 
tribe  of  Benjamin.   God  hath  not  cast  away  his  people  which  he 
foreknew."

In  this,  our  Sixth  Annual  Report,  we  would  express  our 
heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  the  many  and 
great  blessings  which  He  has  bestowed  upon  us  in  connection 
with  our  work.  Truly,  like  Jacob  of  old,  .we  can  rejoice 
over  all  the  way  in  which  the  Lord  has  led  us  since  the  day 
we  first  entered  upon  this  work.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  give 
thanks  unto  the  Lord  !  Truly  it  has  at  times  been  uphill 
work ;  but  when  trials,  defeat,  and  discouragement  have 
hedged  up  our  path,  yet  in  an  unexpected  manner  an  open 
door  was  set  before  us.  Glory  to  His  Name  !  To  the  kind 
friends  who  have  so  generously  assisted  us,  who  have  sympa- 
thized in  our  many  trials  and  rejoiced  in  our  success,  we 
tender  our  ^sincere  thanks.  May  the  God  of  Israel  richly 
bless  them  ! 

THE  PAST  YEAR. 

Though  compassed  about  with  difficulties  insurmountable 
to  human  ken,  yet  putting  our  trust  in  the  God  of  Israel,  who 
we  believe  has  called  us  to  this  work,  we  began  and  have 
continued  through  the  year,  and,  in  both  the  temporal  and 
spiritual  departments  of  our  work,  the  Lord  has  been  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  give  us  many  tokens  of  His  favor. 

We  shall  speak  of  these  things  in  the  following  pages, 
and  thus  Christians  whose  hearts  burn  for  Israel's  salvation 
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will  be  able  to  see  that  a  Jewish  mission  can  be  carried  on 
successfully. 

Our  friends  receive  the  news  of  the  progress  of  ou 
work,  from  time  to  time,  through  the  columns  of  the  Hebrew 
Christian. 

We  feel  that  we  ought  to  carry  on  the  work  quietly,  and 
not  say  too  much  ;  and  yet  we  must  speak  so  as  to  interest 
Christian  hearts  in  behalf  of  Israel.  One  has  truly  said,  "It 
is  my  firm  conviction  that  this  very  declaration  of  our  efforts 
is  detrimental  to  our  evangelical  progress  amongst  the  Jews." 
We  will  therefore  say  that  our  Annual  Report  is  designed  for 
Christian  readers.  If  any  of  our  beloved  friends  wish  to 
hand  religious  reading  to  the  Jews,  we  will  gladly  send  them 
copies  of  our  paper  or  tracts  suitable  for  that  purpose. 

OUR  AIM. 

As  this  Report  may  fall  into  the  hands  of  some  who  may 
not  have  known  of  our  work,  we  would  say  that  our  aim  is 
to  bring  the  Jews  to  Christ.  To  this  one  thing  we  have  de- 
voted our  life.  God  has  given  us  this  beautiful  building,  in 
which  we  live  and  also  hold  all  our  services. 

I  cannot  be  thankful  enough  to  the  good  Lord  for  the 
health  and  strength  which  have  enabled  me  throughout  the 
whole  year  to  perform  much  labor  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

My  burning  desire  is  to  see  my  Hebrew  brethren  accept 
Jesus. 

SERVICES. 

We  preach  in  English  every  Sunday  evening  at  7:30.  This 
service,  with  preaching  and  testimonies  from  Hebrew  converts, 
is  especially  interesting.  Christian  visitors  are  welcome  at  all 
the  services.    Some  unconverted  Jews  attend  quite  regularly, 
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and  give  good  attention  to  the  exercises.  Whenever  I  have 
had  occasion  to  be  away,  different  ministers  have  kindly 
preached  for  me. 

Sunday  Mornings  I  am  at  liberty  to  preach  in  other 
churches  as  supply,  or  to  present  the  Jewish  cause. 

Our  weekly  Prayer-Meeting  is  held  every  Friday  eve- 
ning. We  chose  Friday  because  it  is  the  eve  of  the  Jewish 
Sabbath,  and  while  the  Hebrews  are  in  their  synagogues  we 
are  met  to  worship  Israel's  God  in  the  name  of  Him  who 
makes  "  intercession  for  the  transgressors."  We  sing  Gospel 
hymns,  pray,  read  and  expound  the  Scriptures,  and  then  leave 
the  meeting  open.  It  is  very  touching  and  beautiful  to  see 
the  Jewish  men  and  women  who  once  despised  Christ  now 
numbered  among  His  followers,  and  to  hear  their  ardent 
testimonies. 

"  From  every  stormy  wind  that  blows, 
From  every  swelling  tide  of  woes, 
There  is  a  calm,  a  sure  retreat  ; 
'Tis  found  beneath  the  mercy-seat." 

On  Thursday  afternoons  we  met  to  pray  for  Israel.  And 
because  of  the  many  and  great  financial  burdens  resting  upon 
us,  we  wer^  led  to  start  this  special  meeting,  believing  that 
God  hears  united  prayer  ;  for  it  is  written  :  "  Again  I  say 
unto  you,  That  if  two  of  you  shall  agree  on  earth  as  touching 
any  thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done  for  them  of 
my  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 

We  have  had  precious  seasons,  and  God  has  come  nigh  to 
us  with  showers  of  blessings.  And  now  that  the  Lord  has  so 
graciously  answered  our  prayers  with  regard  to  our  Building 
Fund  (see  page  12),  we  feel  that  this  meeting  has  done  its 
work,  and  it  is  therefore  discontinued. 
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JEWISH  [MEETINGS. 

These  meetings  are  more  especially  for  jews.  On  Satur- 
day afternoon,  at  3  o'clock,  we  preach  to  them  in  German.  I 
have  often  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  different  German 
evangelical  ministers,  especially  the  Rev.  John  H.  Oerter, 
D.D.,  of  the  Reformed  Church,  the  author  of  "  The  Social 
Question  in  the  Light  of  History  and  the  Word  of  Truth;" 
and  the  Rev.  Julius  W.  Geyer,  of  the  same  denomination  ;  the 
Rev.  L.  Wolferz,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  also  a  num- 
ber of  Methodist  ministers  have  preached  for  me. 

During  the  winter  the  place  is  sometimes  crowded  with 
Hebrews.  Some  keep  their  hats  on,  as  is  the  Jewish  custom; 
others  remove  them.  Here  we  press  home  upon  the  hearts  of 
our  Jewish  hearers  Christian  truths  from  the  Old  Testament. 
Some  become  greatly  excited,  while  others  who  are  more  fre- 
quent attendants  are  gradually  led  to  acknowledge  that  possi- 
bly Jesus  was  the  Messiah.  It  is  a  fact  that  many  among  the 
Hebrew  people  manifest  great  interest  in  our  preaching  <uid 
conversation. 

READING-ROOM. 

On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  this  room  is  thrown 
open  to  all  Jews  who  come.  Here  we  have  the  Scriptures  in 
English,  German  and  Hebrew,  as  well  as  books,  tracts,  and 
papers  adapted  to  their  religious  needs.  We  have  often  very 
interesting  times.  They  ask  questions,  and  we  have  many 
animated  discussions. 

One  evening  when  I  was  speaking,  a  young  Israelite,  who 
was  a  good  Hebrew  scholar,  was  reading  Zech.  xii.  10  : 
"  They  shall  look  upon  me  whom  they  have  pierced."  He 
said  it  meant  "  look  up  to  God."    I  asked  him  to  translate 
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the  rest  of  the  verse.  When  he  saw  that  he  was  being  cor- 
nered,  he  pretended  that  he  could  not  read  Hebrew. 

They  are  ever  ready  with  subterfuges,  and  often  twist  the 
Bible  to  suit  their  notions,  but  the  Word  is  very  plain.  And 
thus  we  try  in  every  possible  way  to  sow  the  good  seed. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 

Our  school  is  composed  almost  entirely  of  Jewish  children. 
When  we  re-opened  after  the  summer,  there  were  about 
seventy  children  present  on  the  first  Sunday.  Mrs.  Freshman 
has  a  large  class  of  grown-up  boys,  almost  young  men.  It 
was  a  very  encouraging  sight  to  see  them,  one  by  one,  as  they 
entered,  cordially  shake  hands  with  her.  We  believe  that  at 
least  three  from  our  Sunday-school  have  accepted  Christ,  and 
one  is  now  studying  for  the  ministry. 

Our  faithful  teachers  are  doing  a  good  work;  and,  in  spite 
of  terrible  discouragements,  it  is  very  perceptible  that  the 
seed  is  taking  root  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  the  children. 

From  all  this  our  friends  may  gather  how  we  are  con- 
stantly kept  at  work  in  this  "  hive  of  holy  industry,"  as  one  of 
our  city  papers  designated  this  the  headquarters  of  our 
work.  * 

PROGRESS  OF  THE  WORK. 

For  the  first  half-year  we  had  a  baptism  each  month,  six 
in  all.    What  about  the  remaining  six  months  ? 

Had  there  not  been  one  baptism  during  the  whole  year, 
our  work  would  not  have  been  in  vain.  We  have  sought  to 
lay  the  foundations  deep  and  strong,  and,  by  persistent  en- 
deavor, we  have  swept  away  its  financial  burdens.  The  Lord 
has  also  enabled  us  to  carry  on  all  the  meetings  without  in- 
terruption. I  have  done  the  work  of  three  men  since  I  came 
to  New  York.    To  God  be  all  the  glory  ! 
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Besides  the  six  mentioned  above,  we  have  received  into 
our  membership  four  Hebrews.  We  have  also  among  us  five 
adults,  who,  having  attended  our  services  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  period,  are  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  truth  of  Chris- 
tianity. They  have  testified  in  our  meetings,  though  not  yet 
baptized  :  because  such  a  step  will  at  once  throw  them  out  of 
employment  so  far  as  the  Jews  are  concerned,  and  if  Chris- 
tians do  not  extend  a  helping  hand,  what  is  to  become  of 
them  ?  The  difficulty  of  finding  employment  for  such  keeps 
me  very  often  from  baptizing  them. 

We  might  mention  the  case  of  one  who  held  a  position 
under  his  rich  uncle,  and  who,  because  he  attended  our  ser- 
vices, was  discharged.  He  then  found  a  position  in  another 
Hebrew  house  in  this  city  ;  but  when  his  employer  learned 
why  his  uncle  had  dismissed  him,  he  also  at  once  sent  him 
away,  with  the  remark,  "  I  have  no  employment  for  a  ren- 
egade." 

We  have  to  report  one,  educated  and  cultured,  who  was 
earnestly  seeking  for  the  truth.  We  had  many  conversations 
and  prayers  with  him,  and  were  thus  enabled  to  guide  his 
steps  into  the  right  way.  Since  he  left  the  city  we  have 
received  the  following  letter  from  him  : 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

You  will  be  delighted  to  hear  that  I  was  baptized  yesterday.  I  am 
now  one  with  you  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  have  just  received  a  very  bitter  anonymous  letter  ;  but  this  does  not 
depress  me  in  the  least;  in  fact,  nothing  that  will  happen  can,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  possibly  make  me  unhappy. 

It  is  my  intention  to  give  the  reasons  for  my  change  of  belief  at  an  early 
date  at  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

I  will  forward  you  a  copy  of  my  testimony. 

With  kindest  regards  to  Mrs.  Freshman  and  yourself, 

Believe  me  yours  sincerely, 
Mi  L, 
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A  young  man  whom  I  had  baptized  had  relatives  living  in 
luirope  with  whom  he  held  continuous  communication. 
After  his  conversion  and  baptism  he  wrote  to  these  friends, 
relating  his  new  experience.  His  letter  was  returned  without 
a  reply.  He  wrote  again,  and  this  time  the  letter  came  back 
unopened,  and  having  written  upon  it,  "  No  acquaintance  with 
the  writer,"  thus  completely  ignoring  the  relationship. 

Our  Christian  friends  can  learn  from  this  at  what  cost  a 
Hebrew  takes  the  step  which  practically  severs  all  his  family 
and  social  ties. 

But  our  work  is  reaching  far  beyond  the  Jews  of  New 
York.  From  other  parts  of  our  land  Jews  write  to  us,  as  for 
instance,  as  follows  : 

I  must  thank  you  for  your  kind  information,  also  for  the  books  you  sent 
me.  I  have  read  the  contents  of  your  letter  with  great  interest,  I  believe 
there  must  be  something  in  Christ.  I  am  desirous  to  know  the  truth,  and 
hope  that  God  will  help  me. 

From  another  we  learn  : 

I  received  your  welcome  letter,  and  hasten  to  reply.  I  am  fully  con- 
vinced that  tb^e  Lord  wants  me,  for  it  is  in  my  thoughts  by  day  and  dreams 
by  night.    I  will  testify  for  Him  till  I  die. 

And  from  some  of  those  who  have  been  converted  and 
baptized  here,  but  have  been  forced  to  seek  employment 
elsewhere,  we  receive  very  encouraging  letters. 

Dear  Brother  Freshman: 

I  thank  and  praise  His  holy  name  for  the  number  of  precious  souls  He  has 
given  you  since  I  left.  I  hope  the  dear  Lord  will  bless  them.  I  am  thankful 
beyond  expression.  I  love  all  sinners  for  their  souls'  sake.  I  wish  them  a 
free  salvation.  Dear  Brother,  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for  the  comfort 
with  which  you  comforted  me.  I  am  all  right.  I  shall  see  my  prayers  ful- 
filled. Your  Brother  in  Christ,  who  wishes  you  and  your  dear  helpmate 
prosperity  from  on  high. 
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Here  is  one  in  German  : 

I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  would  be  very  glad  to  be  present  at  the 
next  communion,  but  cannot.  I  attend  church  here  several  times  a  week, 
but  I  do  not  feel  so  much  at  home  as  I  do  in  our  own  Hebrew-Christian 
Church,  and  though  I  cannot  hear  you  preach  now,  there  never  passes  a 
day  when  I  do  not  think  of  you  and  the  meetings.  I  send  a  right  hearty 
greeting  to  all  my  brethren  and  friends.    I  remain  yours  in  Jesus. 

FINANCIAL  NEEDS. 

I.    Building  Fund. 

In  the  extra  number  of  the  Hebrew-Christian  which  we 
published  in  December,  we  shouted  our  "hallelujahs";  for  in 
about  two  years'  time  this  property  has  been  bought,  the 
church  dedicated,  $15,000  paid,  and,  in  addition,  we  ought  to 
say  that  all  the  furnishing  and  the  interest  up  to  date  have 
been  paid.  Everything  is  in  good  order  and  excellent  condi- 
tion. To  God  be  all  the  praise  !  "  Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not 
unto  us,  but  unto  thy  name  give  glory,  for  thy  mercy,  and  for 
thy  truth's  sake." 

There  remains  now  only  the  first  mortgage  of  $10,000  at 
five  per  cent.,  which  we  trust  will  not  be  too  heavy  a  burden 
for  us  to  meet.  We  will,  therefore,  still  keep  open  the 
columns  of  the  Hebrew-Ch?'istian  to  acknowledge  any  sums 
which  may  come  for  the  Building  Fund.  We  trust  that  the 
good  Lord,  after  His  own  wonderful  fashion,  will  permit  us 
to  see  even  this  swept  away  before  long.  We  have  already 
heard  of  one  bequest,  and  no  doubt  others  will  follow. 

II.    The  Work. 
With  each  succeeding  year  our  work  develops  additional 
features.    We  are  rejoiced  at  every  new  opportunity  for  use- 
fulness in  this  our  chosen  field  of  labor  ;  yet  with  every 
opening  the  expenses  of  the  work  are  also  increased  ;  and  if 
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the  lovers  of  Israel  in  this  land  could  be  increased  ten-fold, 
yea,  a  hundred-fold,  I  could  use  all  they  might  give  in  em- 
ploying missionaries  to  assist  me,  not  only  in  this  city,  but 
elsewhere.  God  has  brought  this  Hebrew  people  to  the  very 
doors  of  Christians  in  this  country,  and,  with  this  oppor- 
tunity, comes  a  tremendous  responsibility.  Would  that  we 
might  awaken  to  the  fact  ! 

While  on  our  part,  Mrs.  Freshman  and  I  live  by  faith, 
trusting  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  supply  of  our  every 
need,  we  do  not  feel  that  we  ought  to  exact  this  from 
others.  What  is  faith  to  one  may  be  presumption  to  another. 
Therefore  we  pay  all  our  assistants  a  regular  salary.  There 
is  also  the  expense  of  preparing  young  men  for  the  minis- 
try. This  burden  is  peculiarly  heavy  at  the  present  time 
One  dear  friend  in  this  city  has  generously  given  me  §100 
towards  this  object.  Besides,  we  have  printing,  publishing, 
indeed  all  the  numberless  expenses  necessary  for  carrying  on 
a  work  like  this.  And  I  must  be  permitted  to  add  that  the 
strictest  economy  is  practised  by  us  in  every  department. 
We  do  not  publish  contributions  except  for  the  "  Building 
Fund,"  but  send  a  printed  receipt.  The  objects  are  fully  ex- 
plained on  the  second  page  of  cover. 
# 

III.    Personal  Expenses. 

We  here  refer  to  the  every-day  needs  of  life.  Food,  fuel, 
and  clothing  are  all  indispensable,  and  while  there  have  been 
times  in  the  past  when  we  have  been  put  in  great  straits,  we 
were  still  willing  to  make  any  and  every  sacrifice,  trusting  in 
the  good  Lord  who  cares  for  the  sparrows.  And  as  the  work 
goes  on,  we  hope  He  will  increase  the  number  of  our  friends 
who  will  not  only  take  a  practical  interest  in  the  work,  but 
will  also  bear  in  mind  our  personal  wants  ;  for  we  do  not 


receive  a  salary,  and  although  we  have  a  Board  of  Trustees 
and  also  an  Advisory  Committee,  composed  of  members  of 
the  leading  evangelical  churches,  they  are  not  responsible  for 
our  support. 

Often  during  the  year  I  have  had  opportunities  to  preach 
and  lecture  out  of  the  city.  Whenever  I  am  absent  my  good 
wife  has  not  only  the  duties  of  the  house,  but  also  to  some 
extent  the  care  and  anxiety  of  the  work.  In  writing  to  me 
one  of  her  ever-cheerful  and  hopeful  letters,  giving  full  infor- 
mation of  the  work,  she  said  :  "  A  note  came  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  P.,  with  a  check  for  'Personal  Use.'  How  good  the 
dear  Lord  is,  and  how  kind  His  people  are  !"  And  so  we 
continue  ever  trusting  our  Heavenly.  Father,  who  has  prom- 
ised to  supply  our  every  need. 

ASSISTANTS. 

Besides  the  young  men  who  have  been  helped  and  placed 
in  seminaries,  there  have  also  been  from  time  to  time  those 
whom  the  Lord  has  brought  in,  who  have  been  converted 
and  baptized  here,  whom  I  have  engaged  to  assist  in  this  work. 
At  one  period  of  the  year  I  had  four  young  men  and  two 
ladies  employed.  Since  these  must  all  be  paid,  it  has  at  times 
seemed  to  me  as  it  I  should  sink  under  the  financial  burden. 
I  have  been  frightened  at  the  tremendous  responsibility,  both 
temporal  and  spiritual  ;  but,  to  the  glory  of  God,  I  must  say 
that  He  has  never  allowed  me  to  be  put  to  confusion.  He 
has  wonderfully  stood  by  me.  He  has  ever  been  pleased  to 
hear  our  prayer  and  to  honor  our  faith. 

It  might  be  stated  here  that  of  the  young  men  who  have 
at  some  time  been  employed  to  assist  us  in  our  work,  one  has 
already  finished  his  three  years'  course  in  the  seminary,  and 
is  now  engaged  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  two  are  in  the  Union 


Seminary  in  this  city,  and  five  more  are  preparing  in  other 
seminaries. 

We  meet  with  our  workers  every  Monday  morning  for 
prayer  and  consultation.  We  give  a  few  brief  items  from  their 
reports. 

Work  done  by  a  lady  missionary  :  One  week  79  families 
were  visited  ;  another  week,  90,  etc.  Of  these  visits  she 
says  : 

"  In  some  houses  had  just  an  opportunity  of  leaving  a  card 
of  the  services,  in  every  case  explaining  about  the  meeting, 
and  urging  the  individuals  to  come  to  them. 

"  Gave  away  large  number  of  tracts  in  Hebrew,  English 
and  German.  Read  the  prophecies  in  other  houses,  and  en- 
deavored at  all  times  to  drop  a  seed  into  their  hearts. 

"  May  the  Spirit  water  it  and  bring  it  forth  to  His  honor 
and  glory  ! 

"This  week  I  have  had  greater  opportunities  for  speaking 
and  reading,  though  meeting  with  more  determined  opposition 
in  some  quarters.  Took  a  German  Bible  to  one  Jewess,  and 
marked  all  the  passages  in  the  Old  Testament  about  the  Mes- 
siah. She  was  really  eager  to  have  the  Bible.  Perhaps  from  curi- 
osity, but  the  Lord  can  use  curiosity  even  as  an  entrance  for  the 
light.  The  ignorance  prevailing  among  them  concerning  the 
Messiah  is  very  striking.  They  almost  all  agree  that  '  He  will 
come,'  but,  when  asked  what  His  work  would  be,  they  invari- 
ably answer^  accompanied  with  a  most  expressive  shrug  of  the 
shoulder,  'We  don't  know  ;  we  will  see  when  He  comes.' 
They  seem  quite  content  to  remain  in  this  ignorance.  When 
told  plainly  that  He  has  come  already,  some  receive  the  mes- 
sage with  bitter  scorn,  others  with  surprise. 

"  Their  general  idea  is  that  all  God  requires  of  them  is  to 
give  to  the  poor  and  to  be  kind  to  their  neighbors." 

The  young  Hebrew  brother  who  acts  as  our  janitor  is  still 
with  us.  He  employs  his  spare  time  in  speaking  to  Jews, 
handing  them  tracts,  distributing  hand-bills  of  the  ser- 
vices, etc. 

We  have  with  us  this  year  a  missionary  who  assists  us,

especially  in  the  Saturday  meetings.  Of  his  work  he  reports 
for  one  week  : 

"  Your  missionary  called  on  twenty  Hebrew  families,  ad- 
dressed sixty  Jews,  and  distributed  tracts,  cards,  etc. 

"  Only  a  few  of  them  had  a  spark  of  religion  left  in  their 
hearts;  still  they  promised  to  read  the  tracts  I  left  with  them, 
and  to  come  to  our  meetings  whenever  they  had  time." 

Another  week.    He  says  : 

"I  called  on  twenty-two  Jewish  families,  spoke  to  100 
Jews,  distributed  a  number  of  tracts,  etc.  About  thirty  Jews 
out  of  the  number  mentioned  were  ready  to  discuss  the 
claims  of  Christ.  The  seed  of  God's  Word  was  sown  in  Jew- 
ish homes  ;  the  Lord  knows  how  manifold  the  fruit  will  be, 
whether  thirty-fold,  sixty-fold  or  an  hundred-fold." 

OUB  CHICAGO  BRANCH. 

We  give  the  report  from  our  missionary  in  that  city  : 
In  speaking  of  our  Hebrew-Christian  work,  I  wish  to  give 
heartfelt  thanks  to  God  because  He  has  privileged  me  to  begin 
this  work  under  such  good  auspices.  With  such  friends  of 
Israel  as  the  brethren  of  our  committee,  I  am  perfectly  wil- 
ling to  labor  in  this  field. 

Regarding  the  reading-room,  we  have  good  attendance  on 
Saturdays.  On  the  first  Saturday  fourteen  Hebrews  were 
present,  among  them  two  ladies  ;~  also  Professor  Scott  and 
Brother  Blackstone.  All  these  Hebrews  were  arguing  about 
our  Saviour  in  language  more  or  less  agreeable  to  Christian 
ears.  But  with  the  most  of  them  I  observed  a  total  ignorance 
of  the  Christ  of  the  fifty-third  chapter  of  Isaiah.  They  have 
never  heard  of  a  Messiah  who  died  for  their  sins  ;  how  shall 
they  believe  ?  I  called  the  attention  of  these  Hebrews  to  the 
Messianic  passages  of  Isaiah  vii.  14  ;  ix.  6,  and  the  whole  of 
the  fifty-third  chapter  ;  also  to  Genesis  xlix.  10.  Although 
some  of  them  were  learned  Jews,  they  seem  never  to  have  paid 
attention  to  these  passages;  but  now  they  promised  to  read  them 


carefully,  and  to  call  on  me  to  argue  about  them.  One  young 
Hebrew  boasted  of  being  an  infidel.  I  tried  to  convince  him 
of  his  error  and  sinful  state.  He  asked  for  tracts.  Last  Sat- 
urday he  brought  another  young  man  with  him.  I  was  de- 
lighted with  his  conversation  on  that  day.  Another  young  man 
attends  our  meetings  regularly  ;  his  mind  has  taken  hold  of 
Psalm  ex.  i  ;  he  is  reading  the  New  Testament  ;  the  truth  is 
working  in  him.  My  prayer  to  God  is  that  he  may  soon  find 
the  peace  which  passeth  all  understanding  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ. 

One  Saturday  sixteen  Israelites  were  present,  most  of  them 
infidels.  They  would  not  go  to  a  synagogue,  a  church  or  a 
Gospel  meeting  ;  but  these  infidel  Hebrews  would  like  to 
come  to  our  meetings,  as  they  all  say,  "  if  we  had  preaching 
on  Saturday."  Nowadays  the  Jews  themselves  require  us  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  them.  We  had  a  lively  meeting  ;  but 
the  Lord  was  with  me,  and  enabled  me  to  speak  of  the  truth 
as  it  is  in  Christ,  in  spite  of  all  dangers.  I  have  also  distrib- 
uted tracts  and  cards  as  I  have  had  time. 

And  now  I  trust  that  the  Lord  will  bless  this  reading- 
room,  and  that  out  of  it  may  grow  an  efficient  mission  among 
the  Jews  of  this  city. 

I  feel  convinced,  from  what  I  have  seen,  that  the  prospect 
is  good,  and  that  the  hearts  of  some  will  be  opened  to  the 
truth.  The  Sun  of  Righteousness  is  rising  for  both  Jew  and 
Gentile. 

"  Hail  to  the  brightness  of  Zion's  glad  morning, 
Long  by  the  prophets  of  Israel  foretold  ! 
Hail  to  the  millions  from  bondage  returning; 
Gentiles  and  Jews  the  blest  vision  behold  !  " 

"  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  Bless  His  name  ! 
He  will  help  us  ere  long  to  have  a  Hebrew-Christian  Church 
in  this  city.   I  rejoice  in  this  hope,  and  pray  for  its  realization.

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PARIS. 

In  the  Summer  of  '86  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  in 
Paris  with  Pastor  Hirsch,  who,  though  preaching  to  a  Chris- 
tian congregation,  is  a  converted  Hebrew ;  and,  in  view  of 
that,  I  was  led  to  induce  him  to  enter  upon  a  work  among 
the  Hebrew  people,  of  whom  there  were  50,000  in  that  city. 
Notwithstanding  the  urgent  needs  of  my  own  work,  I  felt 
that  I  ought  to  assist  him  in  this  undertaking,  and  so  after  my 
return  home  I  sent  him  $50.  Wonderful  to  relate,  a  few 
days  after,  I  received  from  a  gentleman  in  Paris  a  letter  con- 
taining exactly  that  amount  for  my  own  work. 

Dear  Mr.  Freshman  : 

Many  thanks  for  the  different  numbers  of  your  journal,  which  you 
have  been  good  enough  to  send  me,  which  have  much  interested  me.  Please 
to  take  the  amount  for  one  year's  subscription  from  the  enclosed  ten  pounds 
sterling,  and  accept  the  balance  in  aid  of  your  good  work,  which,  I  trust,  is 
progressing  favorably,  and  which,  I  pray  our  Lord,  may  continue  to  prosper, 
so  that  under  His  blessing  you  may  be  the  means  of  bringing  many  of  the 
people  of  Israel  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Who  can  doubt  God's  guidance  in  this  work  in  Paris  ? 
\nd  cannot  He  cause  that  from  this  New  York  centre  of 
Hebrew-Christian  work  may  be  set  in  motion  missionary 
efforts  which  may  reach  even  Palestine  ? 

We  rejoice  in  giving  the  report  of  Brother  Hirsch: 
"I  have  often  wondered  whether  converted  Jews  were  best 
fitted  for  the  evangelization  of  those  who  remain  faithful  to 
the  old  religion.  Though  they  know  the  history,  occupations 
and  instincts  of  their  race,  is  not  this  advantage  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  the  antipathy,  at  times  almost  ferocious, 
that  every  Jew,  believing  or  indifferent,  feels  towards  a 
1  Meschommed '  ?  This  objection,  which  possibly  at  the  be- 
ginning of  my  ministry  hindered  me  from  devoting  myself 
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entirely  to  their  conversion,  and  which  has  since  more  than 
once  paralyzed  me  in  the  little  I  have  done  for  them — this 
objection — certain  circumstances,  during  the  last  few  months, 
have  removed  from  my  mind.  I  have  seen  that  intercourse 
was  possible  between  them  and  us,  in  Paris,  as  in  New  York. 
They  must  learn  to  know  us  ;  to  see  in  us  men  convinced 
of  the  truth  of  what  we  believe;  and  who,  though  we  no  longer 
believe  as  they  do,  have  not  the  less  a  truly  brotherly  affection 
for  them,  are  ready  to  defend  them  when  unjustly  attacked, 
and  to  render  them  justice.  This  is  what  I  never  cease  to  do 
in  the  press,  in  lectures,  and  in  other  meetings,  and  this  has 
been  the  means  of  drawing  to  me  many  intelligent  Jews  who 
respect  and  consent  to  listen  to  me. 

"  This  is  why  one  of  them,  who  holds  an  influential  position 
in  one  of  our  public  offices,  has  confided  to  me  the  religious 
education  of  his  daughter,  who  is  as  unbelieving  as  her 
father,  though  she  no  longer  laughs  when  she  hears  the  name 
of  God  or  Jesus  Christ. 

"A  young  lady  of  Austrian  birth,  who  is  working  in  Paris 
for  her  examination  in  modern  languages,  wished  to  hear  me, 
out  of  curiosity.  I  spoke  of  the  vision  of  the  dry  bones,  in 
Ezekiel  ;  and  great  was  her  astonishment  to  hear  no  violent 
language  against  the  Jews,  but,  on  the  contrary,  words  of 
love,  for  which  she  expressed  her  gratitude.  Since  then  we  have 
conversed  together  many  times  ; — and  may  she  not  be  saved  ? 

"K.  is  another  conscientious,  upright  person.  I  judged 
him  harshly  at  first;  he  spoke  little,  and  seemed  rather  sly. 
One  day  he  asked  me  to  lend  him  some  money,  and  I  could 
not  refuse  him  ;  he  then  disappeared  for  a  time,  and  I  began 
to  think  I  should  be  obliged  to  add  his  name  to  those  of 
several  others  who  had  abused  my  confidence,  when  he  re- 
appeared and  paid  the  money.  The  reason  he  had  not 
returned  sooner  was  that  he  had  not  been  able  to  refund  the 
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money  before,  and  what  I  had  thought  slyness  was  simply 
timidity.  He  wrote  to  me  the  next  day  to  thank  me  again, 
and  to  tell  me  that,  however  difficult  his  life  in  this  world 
might  be,  he  was  without  anxiety,  for  Jesus  was  with  him. 
When  I  asked  him,  afterwards,  why,  since  he  had  such  faith, 
he  did  not  wish  to  be  baptized,  he  replied,  1 1  will  not  ask  for 
baptism  until  I  am  in  such  a  position  as  not  to  require  assist- 
ance from  the  Church.  I  ought  to  be  a  support,  and  not  a 
burden  to  her.'  How  thankful  I  was  to  hear  him  speak  thus; 
for  I  had  not  told  him  that  I  made  a  point  of  never  giving 
anything  to  proselytes  after  their  baptism.  He  comes  reg- 
ularly to  my  meetings. 

"  You  will  remember  the  young  girl  of  whom  I  spoke  to 
you  a  few  months  ago,  to  whom  I  talked,  as  well  as  to  her 
mother  and  sister,  over  a  cup  of  tea,  at  one  of  our  meetings 
in  this  neighborhood.  I  spoke  to  you  of  her  intelligence,  of 
her  repeated  questions,  and  of  her  gestures  of  repulsion  when 
I  pronounced  the  name  of  Jesus.  All  this  changed  after  the 
following  circumstance.  Her  mother  was  in  a  state  of  desti- 
tution, and  she  and  her  children  were  on  the  point  of  being 
turned  out  of  their  house  because  they  could  not  pay  the  rent. 
A  little  of  the  money  you  sent  me  was  left,  but  not  sufficient, 
so  I  spoke  of  it  to  some  English  ladies,  and  one  of  them  gave 
me  the  balance,  saying,  '  It  is  the  gift  of  a  Christian  widow  to 
a  Jewish  widow.'  I  then  took  the  money  to  the  Jewish 
widow,  and  repeated  these  words.  She  burst  into  tears,  and 
her  daughter  exclaimed,  '  Now  I  believe  in  Jesus,  since  He 
has  done  this.'  This  faith  increases,  but  is  shared  neither  by 
her  mother  nor  yet  by  her  sister,  who,  on  the  contrary,  argue 
against  it  ;  and  the  girl  herself  sometimes  hesitates  in  such  a 
manner  that  I  almost  fear  for  her ;  but  I  cannot  doubt  her 
sincerity  ;  and  surely,  after  so  many  struggles,  she  must  be 
victorious  at  last. 
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"You  see  my  work  is  not  entirely  without  fruit,  but  its  re- 
sults are  neither  numerous  nor  brilliant.  I  sometimes  hear  of 
a  great  movement  among  the  Parisian  Jews,  and  we  shall  see 
this  in  God's  good  time.  For  the  present,  let  us  learn  to  be 
faithful  in  circumstances  infinitely  modest.  Twenty  or  thirty 
Jews  out  of  the  60,000  who  inhabit  Paris  seek  for  God's  truth. 
No,  that  is  not  a  movement.  There  is  not  enough  to  satisfy  those 
who  believe  in  numbers;  but  there  is  enough  to  rejoice  the 
hearts  of  those  who  believe  that  a  single  soul  is  of  infinite 
value,  and  that  the  few  who  now  come  to  the  foot  of  the 
cross  are  but  the  first-fruits  of  the  great  harvest  which  is  pre- 
paring. M.  Hirsch,  Pasteur." 


WORDS  OF  CHEER 

The  annual  report  of  the  Hebrew-  Christian  work,  carried  on  in  the  City 
of  New  York  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  Freshman,  of  the  Montreal  Conference, 
shows  most  encouraging  results  from  the  indefatigable  labors  of  Brother 
Freshman  and  his  devoted  wife,  whose  faith  and  zeal  have  never  faltered 
amidst  the  privations  and  discouragements  they  have  met  in  their  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  Jews.  During  the  past  year,  which  was  the  fifth  of  this 
special  work,  seven  adults  of  the  house  of  Israel  have  been  baptized  into  the 
Christian  faitlp.  At  every  communion  service  since  the  opening  of  this 
church  new  members  have  been  received  into  fellowship.  The  numerous 
Canadian  acquaintances  of  Mr.  Freshman  will  be  glad  to  know  that  his  pros- 
pects are  brightening  in  the  prosecution  of  his  chosen  work,  and  that  though 
at  times  the  faith  of  himself  and  Mrs.  Freshman  has  been  sorely  tried, 
their  work  has  so  appealed  to  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  Christian 
churches  of  New  York  that  their  heads  have  been  kept  above  the  waters. 
The  success  already  attained  will  doubtless  do  much  toward  facilitating 
future  operations,  and  bring  to  Mr.  Freshman's  aid  increasing  help. 

The  above  is  from  the  Christian  Guardian,  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, the  organ  of  the  Methodist  Church,  with  which  we  were 
connected.    It  cheers  our  hearts  to  receive  such  expressions

of  interest  and  sympathy  from  our  old  friends  who  have  known 
us  these  many  years. 

Another  old  friend,  The  Faithful  Witness,  had  the  follow- 
ing : 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  of  the  continued  blessing  attending  the  labors 
of  Brother  Freshman  among  the  Hebrew  population  of  New  York.  If  ever 
there  was  a  field  where  great  grace  and  indomitable  perseverance  is  needed, 
it  is  that  to  which  our  brother  has  been  led  to  devote  his  life.  We  ask  for 
him  and  his  dear  wife  (who  is  a  help  mate  indeed  in  his  great  work)  not 
only  the  prayers  of  our  readers  but  we  trust  that  substantial  aid  may  be 
rendered  him.  Mr.  Freshman  is  admirably  fitted  for  the  work  in  which  he 
is  engaged.  His  sermons  are  full  of  burning  zeal,  and  abounding  in  argu- 
ment calculated  to  convince  his  Hebrew  hearers  of  the  claims  which  the 
gospel  of  Christ  has  upon  them.

We  seldom  make  any  reference  to  the  opposition  which  we 
meet  from  the  Jews,  but  lest  our  friends  might  think  we  had 
always  smooth  sailing,  we  give  them  this  letter  : 

We  return  you  to-day  a  copy  of  your  Hebrew  Christian,  with  the  request 
never  to  trouble  us  with  the  sheet  again.  We  have  no  sympathy  with  papers 
like  yours,  nor  any  use  for  the  man  that  edits  them.    So  save  your  postage. 

We  have  often  to  hear  and  bear  many  bitter  things,  but 
the  Lord  knows  it  all. 

We  desire  simply  to  stand  here,  enduring  all  things,  ever 
manifesting  a  Christian  spirit  in  all  we  say  and  do,  thus  in 
love  drawing  our  Jewish  brethren  to  Him  "  who  loved  us  and 
gave  Himself  for  us". 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  Jews  will  let  us  alone,  for 
"  we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews  a  stumbling  block 
and  unto  the  Greeks  foolishness". 
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The  Jewish  press  is  never  tired  of  calling  us  all  sorts  of 
names.  But  Jewish  opposition  ought  not  to  hinder  us  from 
carrying  the  Gospel  to  them.

LETTER  FROM  THE  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  committee  it  was  resolved 
that  the  chairman,  the  Rev.  Howard  Crosby,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
should  publish  the  following  in  the  Report  : 

"  The  work  of  the  Hebrew-Christian  Church  continues  sat- 
isfactory. The  Rev.  Mr.  Freshman  faithfully  conducts  the 
mission,  with  able  assistants.  The  one  aim  of  the  mission  is 
to  show  to  Israel  that  Jesus  is  their  Messiah,  and  to  urge  the 
people,  'beloved  for  the  fathers'  sakes,'  to  accept  Him  as  the 
Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world.  That 
opposition  should  show  itself  from  Israelites  is  natural ;  and  it 
is  also  natural  that  some  of  that  opposition  should  be  malig- 
nant and  slanderous,  but  the  Gospel  will  always  bring  a  sword 
before  it  brings  peace  to  the  human  heart,  and  that  because 
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of  man's  natural  enmity  to  the  truth  of  God.  The  Advisory 
Committee  see  much  to  encourage  the  mission.  It  has  a  fine 
building.'  The  mortgage  is  reduced  to  $10,000.  The  ser- 
vices are  well  attended.  Earnest  Israelites  have  come  for- 
ward and  confessed  Jesus  as  their  Saviour.  We  cordially 
invite  all  who  love  the  Lord  to  visit  the  Hebrew-Christian 
Church,  and  to  become  personally  cognizant  and  interested 
in  regard  to  the  work.  And  we  ask  the  co-operation  of  all 
such  in  furthering  the  cause.  The  church  is  at  No.  17  St. 
Mark's  Place." 

CONCLUSION. 

It  only  remains  to  be  said  that  we  are  now  about  to  enter 
upon  the  "  seventh  "  year  of  our  work — the  perfect  number 
among  the  Hebrews  ;  we  are  hoping  for  and  expecting  glo- 
rious and  blessed  results.    Will  not  all  pray  for  us  ? 

In  throwing  ourselves  upon  the  sympathy  of  God's  people 
at  large,  shall  not  our  self-denial  meet  with  the  encourage- 
ment and  support  which  all  must  feel  it  surely  deserves.  I 
appeal  with  full  confidence  to  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  sincerity  to  become  "  fellow-helpers  to  the  truth," 
by  assisting  in  the  blessed  work  of  bringing  the  Jewish 
people  tor  their  long-rejected  Messiah. 

It  is  said,  that  of  all  missionary  endeavor,  Jewish  work  is 
the  most  difficult  ;  yet  I  am  hopeful  and  enthusiastic,  relying 
in  faith  upon  Him  who  is  a  Light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles  and 
the  glory  of  His  people  Israel,  remembering  also  that  Christ 
said,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me."
